Note 1: Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
Date of Management’s Review 

Management has evaluated subsequent events through January 17, 2018, the date on which the financial 
statements were available to be issued. 

Nature of Operations 

Entex Bancshares, Inc. (the Holding Company) is a bank holding company whose principal activity is the 
ownership and management of its wholly-owned subsidiary, Enloe State Bank (the Bank). The Bank 
generates commercial (including agricultural), mortgage, and consumer loans and receives deposits from 
customers located primarily in Delta County, Texas, and the surrounding area. The Bank operates under 
a state bank charter and provides full banking services. As a state bank, the Bank is subject to regulation 
by the Texas Department of Banking and the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation. The Holding 
Company is subject to regulation by the Federal Reserve Bank. 

Financial Statement Presentation 

Parent company only financial statements are presented as required by the Federal Reserve Bank. The 
Holding Company accounts for its investment in the Bank on the equity method. 

Use of Estimates 

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles 
requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and 
liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and the 
reported amounts of revenue and expenses during the reporting period. Actual results could differ from 
those estimates. 

Cash and Cash Equivalents 

For purposes of reporting cash flows, cash consists of amounts held in a demand deposit account. 

Federal Income Taxes 

The Holding Company and its subsidiary file a consolidated federal income tax return. The Holding 
Company is paid an amount by its subsidiary equal to the tax benefit of the Holding Company’s tax loss (if 
any). The amount is generally equal to the difference between the hypothetical current income tax 
expense of the subsidiary on a stand-alone basis and the actual consolidated current income tax expense 
as shown on the consolidated income tax return for the year. 

Note 2: Related Party and Concentration of Credit Risk 

The amount reported as Cash is held at a Holding Company account at the Bank. At December 31, 

2017, Holding Company cash deposits at the Bank exceeded the FDIC insured limit of $250,000 by 
$113,323. 

Note 3: Investment in Subsidiary 

Entex Bancshares, Inc. owns 100% of Enloe State Bank. It accounts for this investment on the equity 
method in these Parent Company Only financial statements.
